VOLSTEAD ACT 


Counsel Contend* State Has

BOSTON', July 9.—Did th« courts of 


Massachusetts

prosecutions inade under its statutes 
for violation of the liquor laws when 
ttw ISth amendment to th« eonEtltu- 
tion of the United States took effect? 


That question was argued before the 


full bench of the supreme court today 
and on its answer depend at least one 
hundred cases on the superior criminal 
court calendar. Chief Justice Rugj

ate In order to protect the 
nation 


against bubonic plague. The activity 
of the health service results from the 
appearance of the pUgu* In Mexican 
and American guf ports and at .points 
In the M»dit«rranein, 


"Rat destruction," says the Health 


•Service Bulletin, "can be accomplished j 
by Individual effort to a limited degree, 
but to be successful in a large clty| 
there mu»l be rat-proofing of buildings. 
No spasmodic or Individual efforts will 
result in the desired end. 


"Rats CAB be destroyed by trapping, 


by poisoning, and by using natural ene- 
m!*s, such as certain breeds of cats 
and 
dogs. To Insure tlie success of 


these measures It Is necessary to cur- 
tail the i;at food supply by properly 
disposing of garbage and.table refuse, 
and by preventing rats from gaining 
access to such foods as is contained 
In pantries, groceries, markets, stables, 
and the like. 


"Success In trapping1 Is proportional 


to the attention and industry ihe trap- 
per djcvotes to his traps and protection 
of other food supplies. Two kinds of 
traps arc generally used—the wire cage 
trap and the snap trap or 
dead-fall. 


The trap should, lie' placed 
wherever 


rats have been accustomed to come for 
feeding purposes and should be more 
or less concealed, the snap trap by scat- 
tering dust, cornmoal or flour, on or 
•.bout them And the cage trap by pieces 
of sacking, straw or rubbish, leaving 
only the opening free. 


"Highly savored articles^ 
such 


cheese and toasted bacon, will 
more 


quickly attract rats than will 
food 


without odor; but the idea that a rat 
cao be enticed Into a trap by the em- 
ployment of bait more appetizing to 
him than the,surrounding food supply 
it fillftdoaa; To the rat, food supply 
is a secondary consideration. 


"The destruction, of rats by poison 


has ajway£ been more or less in favor. 
A preparation of arsenlous acid or 
phosphorus, icn per cent and .suitable 
base, as cheese, meat or glucose, arc 
the most popular poisons. Poisons un- 
doubtedly have a certain efficiency In 
ridding a r^co of rats, hut whether by 
causing their migration or their actttal 
destruction is somewhat difficult of de- 
termination. 


"Rat proofing excludes rats from the 


food supply and deprives them of har- 
borage. Without this procedure it is 
almost impossible to reduce tho rodent 
population. 


"In r*t-proofing any building, the 


following parts have to be considered: 
'ground area, -walls, ceilings, garret, 
roof, bed spaces in general, ventilators, 
abandoned sewers, doors, windows, out 
Hide piping, water and sewerage pipes, 
down spouts, wiring and air or light 
shafts- 
By the omission of some small 


•' detail an otherwise rat-proof structure 


may become badly rat-infe~cted. 


"The rat-proofing of floors'of build- 


Ings Is secured either by elevation of 
the, structure- -with the under-pining" op- 
ening fre* or by marginal Trails o! con- 
crete, stone or brick laid in cement 
mortar sunk two feet In the ground, 
fitting flush with the floor above. The 
wall must fit tightly to the flooring. 


"Food depQts arc the greater Impor- 


tance In rat-proofing because they fur- 
nish both substances and shelter for 


rats. In this cUn of buiUtB** *r* 
stables, m«u 
market*, retail ud 


wn»l«ale groceries, bak*rl«. ware- 
houeev, dock* and 
wnarTei. 
These 


places are i>«st rat-proofed as to the 
ground areas by the con»tn»ctl»n of 
concrete floors and foundation 
walls. 


Untenaoted as they are at nlfbt time 
rati might well enter do«rway* or win- 
dows carelessly left open or b* intro- 
duced concealed In th« 
merchandise 


and gnawing [trough 
plank-flooring

"Rat destruction," --says th« Health 


Service Bulletin, "can be accomplished 
by individual effort to a limited degree, 
but to be successful In a. large city 
there must be rai-prooflng of buildings. 
FVo spasmodic or Individual efforts will 
result in the desired end. 


"Rats can be destroyed by trapping, 


by poisoning, and by using- natural ene- 
mies. such1 as certain breeds of cats 
and 
dogs. To Insure the success of 


these measures it is necessary to cur- 
tall the rat food supply by properly 
disposing of garbage and table refuse, 
and by preventing rats from gaining 
access lo such foods as is contained 
in pantries, groceries, markets, stables, 
and the like. 


"Success jn trapping is proportional 


to the attention and industry the trap- 
per devotes to his traps and protection 
of other food supplies. Two kinds of 
traps are generally used—the wire cage 
trap and the snap trap 
or dead-fall. 


The trap should be* placed 
wherever 


rats have been accustomed to come for 
feeding purposes and should be more 
or less concealed, the snap trap by scat- 
tering dtistj cornmeal or flour on or 
ahont them and the cage trap by pieces 
of sacking, straw- or rubhish, leaving 
only the opening1 free. 


"Highly savored articles, 
such 
as 


cheese and toasted bacon, will 
mere 


quickly attract 
rats 
than 
will 
food 


without odor; but the idea that a rat 
can be enticed into a trap by the em- 
ployment of bait more appetizing to 
him than the surrounding food supply 
IB fallacious. To the rat, food supply 
is a secondary consideration. 


'The destruction of rats by poison 


has always been more or Ifess in favor. 
A preparation of arsnnlous acid or 
phosphorus, ten per cent and suitable 
base, as cheese, meat or glucose, arc 
tho moit popular poisons. Poisons un- 
doubtedly have a certain efficiency in 
ridding a place of rats, but whether by 
causing their migration or their actual 
destruction la somewhat difficult of de- 
termination. 


"flat proofing excludes rats from the 


food supply and deprives them o£ har- 
borage- 
Without this procedure It is 


almost Impossible to reduce the rodent 
population. 


"In rat-prooflns any 
building, 
the 


following parts have to be considered: 
ground area, -walls, 
ceilings, 
garret, 


roof, bed spaces In general, ventilators, 
abandoned sewers, doors, windows, out- 


j side, piping, water and sewerage pipes, 


down spouts, wiring and atr or light 


j charts. By the omission of some small 


detail an otherwise rat-proof structure 
may become badly rat-infected. 


"The rat-proofing of floors ot build- 


ings Ss secured either by elevation of 
the structure with the under-pining op- 
ening free or by marginal walls of con- 
crete, stone or brick, laid In cement 
nortar sunk two feet in the ground, 


| fitting flush with the floor above. Tim 


*all must fit tightly to the flooring. 


"Food depats are the greater impor- 


i tance in rat-proofing because they "fur- 
nish both substances and shelter for
